DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all — 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cosman(US6006126, of record). Cosman teaches co-registry of tool or calibration rod 
1 bearing either light sources or reflectors by use of paired cameras 4,5 using spatial 
registry transforms within graphics processor DP. It would have been inherently 
obvious to map a severality of such tool positions. In the co-registry method as defined 
in cols. 6-7, the cameras are mapped or digitized for spatial localization whereupon the 

cameras may be said.to be mapped to the ..probe, or vice versa, or both with respect to 

an arbitrary frame of reference defined by the transformation protocol. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cosman as applied to claims above, and further in view of Zanakis (US5630422). The 
former in col. 2 lines 17-28 embraces microscope tool registry, whereupon a stand or 
support for same would be inherent since such is not a freehand device. It would have 
been obvious in view of Zanakis to incorporate passive infrared reflectors for the 
reflectors of Cosman since these were known to provide reliable fiducials less sensitive 
to radiation noise. 
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Claim 23 stands withdrawn from consideration, having been non-elected without 
traverse in Paper No. 7.
